Certificates of ownership can- 
not be accepted for transfer at 
the local office and no applica- 
tions can be accepted for any type 
of vehicle operating under B-2 
plates. Applications for cars reg- 
istered in any state but Cali- 
fornia cannot be accepted. 

In order to transfer the title of 
@ car, new owners must make ap- 
plication in the office at San Ber- 
nardino or Pomona.

RETURNS LOCALLY 


Residents of Upland and vicin- 
ity will be afforded an opportun- 
ity to file their 1948 Federal in- 
come tax returns locally as the 
result of arrangements announc- 
ed today by Archie N. Vance, 
chief field deputy of the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue for Southern 
Califoria. 

Temporary offices of the rev- 
enue service will be open in the 
Upland chamber of commerce on 
Feb. 9 and 10. 

Deputy collectors will be on 
hand to advise taxpayers con- 
cerning their tax forms but will 
not execute the forms for the 
taxpayers. They will accept pay- 
ments made by personal check or 
‘money order. No cash will be 
taken. 

All single persons whose gross 
income in 1943 was $500 or more, 
all married persons whose gross 
income was $1200 or more; and 
all persons who paid or owed a 
tax on 1942 income, are required 
to file returns. The last day for 
filing ie March 15. 

The optional stmplified tax re- 
turn will be available to all per- 
sons whose income was $3,000 or 
less and was derived from sal- 
aries, wages, dividends, or an- 
nuities exclusively. Married cou- 
ples whose combined gross income 
from these sources did not exceed 
$6,000, are permitted to file sep- 
arate returns on Form 1040A. All 
individuals whose income exceed- 
ed $3,000 or resulted from the op- 
eration of a business, or a farm, 
or income property, or the sale of 
stocks and bonds, or the practice 
of a profession, must file on Form 
1040.
